'ARMADA WOULD BE EASY PREY. 


Spain's Great Flotilla Not a Mouthful 


(or American Fleet. 


Speaking of the fleet of American 


battle ships now on Its way to Pacific 
waters us an "armada," 
as 
some 


writers appear fond of doing, is com- 
paring v^ry great things with things 
very small. It is true that tho Span- 
Ish armada of 1G88. to which allusion 
of course Is made, ttllod a large place 
In history and was a very spectacular 
affair In Its day. but Us power as com- 
pared with that of the fleet under 
Admiral Evans was tho power of a 
crow compared with that of an eagle. 
Tho' "Invincible armada" of Spain, 
which set out to Invade and capture 
England In 1G88. was a formidable 
demonstration of naval power for that 
period, though It met with complete 
disaster. 
The armada consisted of about 300 


vessels. »omo of them of groat size, 
but all wooden and without any pro- 
toctlon against even tho feeble artll- 
lery of that day. They carried In all 
•4lJ-cuns and more thnnAO.OOO men. 


besides tho working crews. As tho sol- 
diers could not help work tho ships 
they woro really In the way and much 
moro holploss on shipboard than mod- 
urn marines. 
Th« 
cannon which 


formed tho armament of tho ships 
wero mere toys compared with those 
of tho present day. 


Tho American Hoot consists of 1C 


first-class battle ships, eight armored 
cruisera, nine protected cruisers, six 
gunboats, six torpedo-boat destroyers 
and three monitors. Tho ships carry 
a total of 2,184 guns, any ono of which 
could sink thu biggest ships In the 
Spanish armada with one shot from a 
distance that tho heaviest gun In tho 
.Spanish fleet could not cover-half the 
way. The concentrated fire of all tho 
ships In tho Spanish fleet would not 
mak« a dent In tho armored sides of 
one of the American ships, while a 
single broadside from the latter would 
sink or disable tho entire armada. 
After the American ships had steamed 
through the Spanish armada 
once, 


from end to end, coming out scathlcss, 
there would bo nothing left of the 
armada.

Here and There at the National Capital 


Millions Wanted for Next Census 


W 


ASHINGTON'.—The next census of 


the United States will bo taken 


on April 1C, 1910, and It will cost $14,- 
000,000, Plans are now bolnK made 
for It. 


Tho Constitution of the 
United 


States requires an enumeration onca 
In ten years as a basis for tho appor- 
tionment of representatives 
in 
con- 


gress. Tho modern American census, 
which collects statistics relating to 
every Important feature of national 
development. Is tho outgrowth of that 
requirement. Beginning with six* sim- 
ple questions relating to population, 
the amount and scope of tbo Informa- 
tion secured were steadily increased 
until It became too extensive to bo 
tabulated by band. 


Nearly live years ago congress au- 


thorized tho establishment of a per- 
manent census olllce In Washington. 
The establishment of such an oillce 


was first advocated In U8S by Gen. 
Francis A. Walker, superintendent of 
the ninth und tenth censuses. The cen- 
sus to be taken In 1910 will be tho first 
Hlnco the establishment of this perrua- 
ncnt bureau. 


The director. S. N. D. North, who 


was an earnest advocate of a perma- 
nent ofllce, says ho believes the thir- 
teenth census will disclose that there 
was neither misrepresentation nor ex- 
travagance In tho claims of those who 
persuaded congress that there would 
bean economy of expenditure, time and 
service, in keeping always on hand a 
skeleton organization for tho decennial 
rush. 


The enumeration of 1910 will bo 


taken on April 1C ot that year. Here- 
tofore tho enumeration has been taken 
on June 1. Mr. North says that more 
accurate statistics will be collected 
by tho proposed change of date. This 
change will have tho effect, ho thinks, 
of showing great gains In tho popula- 
tion of tho great cities like New York, 
lioston and Philadelphia. He says that 
the summer resorts begin to attract 
many persons in May, and that if tho 
census Is delayed until Juno 1 Urn 
enumerators will find many vacant 
houses when they mako their rounds.

There aro other things to discover 


In the frozen regions of tho Arctic 
besides tho elusive North Pole, and 
Capt. KJmir Mlkkolscn, tho Intrepid 
Danlxh explorer, Is content to attain 
tho possible even wlillo perhaps ho has 
the yearning of all Arctic adventurers 
to win what up to the present time, has 
been the Impossible. 
It Is the hopo 


of gaining tin- northern nxln of tho 
earth, I'jmlllarly known as the North 
Pole, which has lured Mlkkt'lHC-u Into 
the frozen desolations of tho far north, 
and while striving for that goal, he 
luiu (lone Hiiinc remarkalilo sledging 
over the 1'nlar sea. 


Next to (hiding the North Pole Itself 


the greatest Arctic discovery yet to 
lie made Is that of a vast unknown 
polar continent, or archipelago, which, 
from soundings, driftwood, thickness 
of Ice, currents, etc,. Is thought to ex- 
ist In the great North Polar sen to tho 
north of the American continent. Hero 
Is an Immense unexplored area which 
may contain land and people of great 
Interest of which nothing Is 
now 


known. 
Tho exploration 
attempted 


by Capt. Mlkkrisen Is considered ouo 
of the most Important geographical 
undertakings and chief arctic explora- 
tion remaining uncompleted. 


The graphic and Interesting 
con- 


densed account of Capt. Mlkkelseu's 
sledge Journey, tho latest feat In Arc- 
tic research, which was sent from 
Herschel Island, Is as follows: "Wo 
lost our vessel, tho Duchess of Hod- 
ford. She sprung a leak at Flaxman 
Island on January £7 this year, and 
from that time, as long as who was 
afloat, tho pumps woro going almost 
Incessantly. 
The leak was probably 


caused by the pulling out of tho caulk- 
ing, which tho lc« around the vessel 
has permeated. 
The Ico contracted, 


drawing away from tho vessel 
and 


leaving cracks along her sides. 


"Fortunately, with tho aid of the 


ICsktmos, wo got our stores ashore 
without serious loss. 
From tho be- 


ginning of th» trouble until April .1, 
when we decided to abandon tho ves- 
sel, tho forecastle floor was Hooded 
many times. Monnwhile u house was 
built ashore from lumber broken out 
of tho ship. 
On April 11 tho crew 


moved ashore and tho ship filled rap- 
idly. 
She could not bo saved, and 


on May 17 we began to break up tho 
hull In order to get moro building 
material. 
On March 17 wo started 


with food for Cft days and 
a 
total 


weight on the sledges of 1,226 pounds. 
In addition, we curried food enough 
for men and dogs while traveling on 
I ho lagoon Ico (between tho chain of 
Islands and tho Alaskan 
mainland) 


and cum week's food to ho cached for 
our rot urn trip. Tho party consisted 
of Mr. Lefllngwoll, Mr. Storkcrseti and 
myself. 
We took three sledges, and 


our docs wore strong animals, with 
an average weight of about 71! pounds. 
As w«« advanced northward wo 
had 


stretches of bad ridges, on which wo 
had to work hard with our pickaxes, 
without which wo could not possibly 
have? made any headway. 


"Traveling became woruo as wo ad- 


vanced further from tho 
land, and 


BOIIIO days we miido only throo miles 
In ten hours. The Ico consisted of hint 
year's heavy 
Hoes, 
with 
pressuro 


ridges and lanes covered with thin Ico. 
l.ticklly tho teniporutuin was rather 
low (between III) and 40 degrees contl- 
enulo). so that new hiiicx froze over 
very rapidly. Large nibble with soft 
snow between caused much trouble 
and delayed our progress. Our teams 
were not strong enough to pull tho 
sledges alone, so wo had to pull stead- 
ily In sott, deep snow, through which 
It Is very tlresomo even merely to 
walk. Tile dogs at times sank so far 
In that they could do no pulling and 
tho crossbars of tho 
sledges 
often 


dragged through tho snow. 


"Tho further wo penetrated north 


tho more Hoes of old ico wo en- 
countered. Tho Ico consists of very 
old Hoes with roundcd-off hummocks, 
tho whole covered with snow of a 
yellowish tint, making tho (Iocs dls- 


tlngulBhablo for a great distance. Tho 
highest hummocks were about 30 foot 
abovo wator level. 


"t.-p to April I! we made some head- 


way ovory <lay, though It was hard go- 
ing, either deep, soft snow, or heavy 
pressure ridges, over which wo had 
to hew a road. From tho first day out 
tho pickaxes woro In constant use. Wo 
could not havo 
advanced 
without 


them, as our slcdRes would havo brok- 
en clown, and, even with tho greatest 
eare. both In making roads and in 
driving, wo had to strip tho underruii- 
nors from one; of tho slodgcx. 


"On April 7, about <M miles off land 


and ::i miles north of our last sound- 
ing with bottom, wo took a sounding 
with tho sounding machine and found 
i!^<i motors und no bottom. 
We had 


not expected t<< llnd such deep water 
so clone to shore, hut this deep sound- 
ing Indicated that wo -voro beyond tho 
ods» of tho continental «Vplf. 


"On April 10 wo bosun tr> realize 


that there could bo little dou,t now 
that wo had passed the edge cf the 
continental sholt'. On April 111! It »'as, 
for the first time, abovo freezing, mak- 
ing the snow still softer than before, 
and water ran from the blocks of lc»». 
Tho traveling waa bad, wo saw very 
llttlo of the old lloe, and the Ico waa 
very 
much broken, so 
that 
our 


progress was slow. 
On this clay wo 


used our raft for tho first time in 
ferrying across a lano about 100 yards 
wide. As we became moro expert we 
could rig up the- raft, ferry alt our out- 
lit across, load the sledges, and bo 
ready to start In OS minutes, Tim raft 
was mudo of two nine-foot 
slodges 


lashed together with two heavy poles, 
tho framo thus made being covered 
with a piece of canvas. 
Tho 
raft 


could carry an 11-foot sledge with a 
load, a total of :!20 pounds, with a 
man sitting astride, In order to pull 
It across. There was not much free- 
board, to be sure, and wo had to movo 
carefully to keep tho raft, from swamp- 
Ing, but wo had no mishap. The total 
weight carried extra to construct tho 
raft was 
22 
pounds, of 
which 14 


pounds was tho cover. This was use- 
ful us a tent cover, and it made tho 
tent warm and comfortable. 


"The 
going became 
worse and 


worse, and whenever we wore not 
traveling over the old floe (and this 
was rather scarce now) wo hud ridgo 
after ridge of heavy rubble, with deep, 
soft snow. A still worse hindrance to 
progress were the numerous lanes, 
now covered with u thin coating of 
Ico. too thin to walk over and too thick 
for tho raft. From two of our sledgoa 
wo might expect a complete break- 
down of either of them at any time. 
One lead was lost, so wo could not 
take soundings In deep water, and It 
was only too evident that wo could 
do no moro hero, but had bolter try 
to roach land, un undertaking which 
was considerably more dllllcult than 
wo had expected. 


"Tho return march began on April 


2!», latitude 71 degrees 17 
minutes 


north and longitude 147 doKrucH 44 
minutes west. 
Unluckily we lost our 


heavy 
pickaxe tho 
llrst day. 
It 


slipped through thin Ice, and our 
small one was too light to bo of much 
use In the heavy Ice. This pick, too, 
wo lost two days later by tho break- 
Ing of the sounding wr-o. The loss of 
the pickaxes caused im considerable 
extra work and many delays. It waa 
plain to us that we could not havo 
ilouo anything whatever without thorn. 
On our retreat we had man)1 
wldo 


cracks to pass, and by way of variety 
were often compelled to crawl over 
pressure ridges so steep that wo at 
times had to unharness thv dogs anj 
lift tho sledROs over bodily." 


Next spring Capt, Mlkkolson will 


make another more extended sleclgo 
journey northward, starting frow De- 
marcation Point, about fiO miles west 
of Herschol Island, which Is destined 
to Increase our knowledge of the ex- 
tent and depth of the Great 
North 


Polar sea, uud will probably aolvo the 
existence ft( unknown hinds and con- 
tinents In this region,

"Muscle reading" is not reading the 


muscle but reading the mind by moans 
of unconscious muscular action. When 
this Is called "mind-rending"—In the 
sense in which It Is generally under- 
stood—the term "mind-reading" IK a 
misnomer and IB, in consequence, mis- 
leading. 


Its History. 


So-called "mlnd-reudlng" had Its ini- 


tiative In Chicago In 1873, and was 
first demonstrated by one J. Kandull 
Brown, n newspaper reporter. 


In 1877. while Hrown was KlvlnK ex- 


hibitions in Chlckerlng hall. New York 
city, a young man whose fame after- 
ward eclipsed that of Drown and every 
other 
so-called "mind-reader," made 


himself known to Hrown, and desired 
to be his assistant, clalmliiK ho had 
llko powers. 


This was none other than the great 


Washington Irving Mlshop, who suw 
the opportunity of gathering In thn 
nheckols from u gullible public. 


In conversation with Mr. Ulshop :'n 


Chicago (1SS7), after he had made an 
International reputation, he admitted 
to me the trickery whereby nil "mind 
(?) renders" performed their various 
feats, 
and 
strongly 
Indorsed 
the 


memorable words of P. T. Harnum. 
"The American people like to be hum- 
bugged." 


I especially remember his remark In 


regard to the use of thn wire which lie 
touched to his forehead in order to 
'read the mind of the one at tho other 
end of the wire. Ho said: "The moro 
mysterious you makn the affair, tho 
less likely are they (the public) to un- 
ravel it." 


When In England, Hlshop secured 


the sorvlees of one Charles Garner us 
an assistant. As Illshop left Brown, 
HO Garner left Ulshop as noon as the 
trick was discovered. As lllshop had 
invaded Drltlsh territory, Garner sal- 
llcrt forth "to do" tho Americans, but 
unlike Hlshop, bo did not care to put 
his label upon his work. He cnmo to 
this country as "Stuart Cumberland, 
thn Great Mind-ruader of London, Eng- 
land." 


I was mi invited guest at a private 


seance (his Initial performance) held 
in the parlors of tho Hussell house, 
Detroit, Mich, 
I give herewith, as 


briefly an possible, not only what was 
done, In a general way. but tho HOW. 


A dozen or more prominent citizens, 


Including ministers, lawyers, reporters, 
actors, etc., were present by special re- 
quest. 


When "Cumberland" arrived ho an- 


nounced that his tests of "mind-read- 
ing" would consist of finding hidden 
objects; giving names, dates of birth, 
places of birth, etc., etc., of those pres- 
ent. He did all that he agreed to do 
—and did It well—under the guise 'of 
"mind-reading." He failed In one In- 
stance only (of this 1 will hereinafter 
speak), and that failure was undenia- 
ble proof that results depend more 
largely upon tho subject than upon the 
"mind-reader" and wholly, in this case, 
upon tho physical contact. 


Defore leaving the room and being 


blindfolded he took each of us by tho 
hand, for an Instant only. Why? The 
more (>xpert tho "mind-reader" (muscle 
reader) the more sensitive 
to 
the 


touch, even to so line and delicate n 
sense as may be rightly termed super- 
sensitive. 
He said: "I do this to as- 


certain the best subject for tho se- 
verest, or HHiHt dimrult tost, viz., tho 
finding of throw objects In quick suc- 
cession." 


Not only hlti touch hut his sight 


guided him In his choice. 
Ho, would 


not choose ono of a phlegmatic temper- 
ament or one of a sluggish circulation. 
I, being of n nervous, sanguine tem- 
perament, Hoiisltlve to a marked de- 
gree, was chosen for the test. 


How It Was Done, 


First, tho blindfold. This Is an as- 


Hlsttnco rather than a hindrance. In- 
asmuch ns It shuts out all exterior dis- 
tractions from tho operator's mind It 
makes him moro passive to the Invol- 
untary muscular action of his subject; 
besides, It appears to render tho work 
of tho "mind-reader" more dllllcult. 


In nearly every case tho operator 


produces a black 'kerchief (to add to 
tho deception) which he places over 
the eyes and asks you lo draw It tight- 
ly. Yes, tho tighter tho better. Why? 
Because he contracts the brows and 
even If you put on an additional 'ker- 
chief and fold kid gloves over the eyes 
.(as did Paul Alexander Johnstone) the 
titraln of the 'kerchief fulls upon tho 
part of tho gloves resting against tho 
contracted brows. When he desires to 
nee he raises his brows—a very simple 
thing, Indeed. 


This Is a very groat njd and Is espo- 


ci'ally deceptive when describing 
R 


youiiK lady In tho auillcnce to whom a 
book or bouquet in to be given. She 
was plainly vlnlble to the operator 
(from underneith tho fold) when ho 
muscular n?«oii of the subject. 


This blindfold Is also used to prove 


(?) that his experiments are not due 
to physical contact when ho does not 
touch the subject, but, Instead, extends 
bin hands, one above tho other, about 
a foot or more apart, and directs tho 
subject to put one of Ills hands be- 
tween and equidistant from his own. 


Were they placed on tho level of his 


eyes ho could not do the trick. Why? 
DocaiiHo he could not see the action or 
movement of the subject's hand. This 
Is essential to success because -when 
the operator moves his hands In the 
wrong direction tho subject's hand fol- 
lows tardily, thereby Indicating, uncon- 
sciously and unintentionally, to tha 
operator that he IB moving in the 
wrong direction, But when tho opera- 
tor Is on the right track, the hand, ol 


the subject responds readily fcnd re- 
tains its relative position. 


This blindfold trick IB also resortod 


to In tho "driving test" through the 
crowded thorough fares of n city. How- 
over, In tho case of .lohnstono a hood 
was worn, tho out cover being mohair, 
the Inner part of heavy broadcloth. 
Surely he could not see below this? 
No, lie had no need to do so; he could 
see through It by means of a neat little 
contrivance. The strings that fastened 
the hood about the neck had a sort of 
double back-action, I. e., they opened n 
Beam In the front of the broadcloth 
hood that was not distinguishable 
through the mohair.—not distinguish- 
able to the casual observer, but en- 
abled the "mind-reader" to distinguish 
objects very clearly. So much for tho 
blindfold and .tho part It plays in read- 
ing minds. 


Once morn to Mr. "Cumberland," 


When her re-enterr.il the room, nftoi 
having been blindfolded, he took the 
hand of one of the Ki'oup who had hid- 
den an object and ho found tho object 
quickly. He did this many times and 
accurately. Ho failed but once. There 
was a reason. One of the reporters de- 
sired a tost. 
Unfortunately (for Mr. 


"Cumberland") tho reporter had been 
Imbibing rather freely, too freely to 
concentrate his mind on the hidden 
object. 
The reporter's hand was as 


limp, so to speak, as was his mind; 
therefore an tho operator depended en- 
tirely upon muscular action to Indicate 
direction lie? was wholly at sea—a ship 
without n rudder—and he was obliged 
to give It Up. 


In tho triple test with myself as 


guide hn Micceeded admirably. I held 
my thought Intently on each separate 
article—Individually, not collectively; 
held ench ono for the time being at 
the exclusion of the two others. 


Mind-Reading or Muscle Reading. 


Which? 


Undoubtedly and uvxdenlnbly muscle 


reading. In order to do justice to the 
operator my mind was Jlxed on tin; 
hidden object, each In Its !<iru; so In- 
tent was I that 1 was not uware of a 
muscular movement on my part that 
was directing him to the object. 


Mind Is Indivisible, It is linpos? bio 


for the mind to be In two places at the 
same time. The hand of tho operator 
Is guided, unmistakably guided by the 
hand of tho subject as sorn us tho 
physical contact Is established, ns he 
fully surrenders himself to the Invol- 
untary muscular leading of his subject. 


'TIs true, the operator Is usually In 


advance, hence It may bo said that tho 
subject cannot lead, but the subject 
can push OB well as pull; tho better 
word, however, Is direct. 


When tho operator, in his rush 


(which Is done for effect) passes the 
point or place in the subject'* mind, 
he Is very quickly made awaie of it 
by an Involuntary movement on the 
part of the subject that arrests his at- 
tention and directs bis action. 


In tho giving of names, dates, etc., 


Mr. "Cumberland" had all tho letters 
of tho alphabet and the ntimerah (up 
to ten) arranged 
In regular order. 


Again he was blindfolded and si'fttcd 
at a table. He took the hand ol the 
subject and told him to think Intently 
on the first letter of his namo. 
Ho 


then passed tho subject's hand slowly 
over tho letters. When the right letter 
was reached the suporsensltlve "mind- 
reader" felt a Blight Involuntary move- 
ment on tho part of the subject. In- 
stantly the operator's hand dartod 
down on tho correct letter like a hawk 
on a chicken. 


In this slow and tedious way he gavo 


names, dates, etc., and called it mind- 
reading. 


If you want additional and self-evi- 


dent proof of Involuntary muscular ac- 
tion, you may find it In your own per- 
sonal experience If you are a bicyclist. 


Recall the time you learned to rlclo. 


Do you recollect that death-llko grip 
with which you clung to the handle- 
bars? You saw an object In the street. 
There was ample room on either side 
of It, but you steered straight for It 
and then wondered why you hit It. 
Why did you? Hecauso mind Is Indi- 
visible and cannot be In two places at 
the same time. Your mind was on the 
object In tho streot, hence you woro 
wholly unconscious of the muscular ac- 
tion that guided the wheel. 


You may remember the experience 


of the man who was learning to ride n 
wheel and had much difficulty In con- 
sequence of a telegraph polo In front 
of his house. The polo was on the side 
of the road, not In the road, but It al- 
ways seemed to be in evidence. 


No mutter where he started that 


polo scorned to ho his objective point. 
He alined straight for It (unintention- 
ally) and his aim was good. One day 
he started with Ids back to the pole. 
Although he was a novice he discov- 
ered he was a trick rider; his wheel 
made a complete circuit and struck the 
pole. 
Why? Because he could not 


have his mind on the polo and on tho 
wheel at tho same time, llesldes, ho 
feared the polo; and what one fears, 
lie gets. 


The "muscle render" and his subject 


hold exactly tho same relation to each 
other as do the novice wheelman and 
his wheel—directed by unconscloud 
muscular action.
